Council Holds Exciting Meeting
On Question ql Report From

Annexation Committee.

WILL REPORT IN TWO WEEKS

Mr, Tony Offers Resolution to

Appoint Committee to Investi¬
gate Charge of Using Money.

The meeting of the Council last night
did not lnck In Interest or excitement
Several members had oonie prepared with
lotteries of stored wrath and righteous
indignation, which they vented ffrbund
them In profuse deluges. But the dis¬
cord was only apparent, not real. For
these very members, after all tho war
of wordB, as soon as they got outside
tho heated all' of tho Council chamber,
ei,gaged in Jollification with everybody.
Insldo, however, there were stormy

times. Tho matter of the resolution pass¬
ed by the Board of Aldermeu, whloh
was, In effect, that tho Committee oil
Annexation should report last night, 'or
at somo futuro meeting, camo up. The
committee was not prepared to hand 1Ù
a detailed report, and so declared Itself.
Mr. Wakoflold, In a heated speech, said
that tho committee should have reported
after the attorneys of tho two cities had
consulted as to tho bill on annexation
which was to be prepared to go before
tho Legislatura.
Ho maintained that the commltteo had

had plenty of time In whloh to ¿repare
their report and that It was to tfl'e In¬
terests of the, pooplo of Manchester,^xrt
of whom he represented, that tho report
should bo delivered to the Council and
made public He said that though tho re¬
port had been published in the jxipers, he
had hot, as an ofilc-Iiil In the Council,
heard tho report. From all appearances,
the pooplo of Manchester would have no
voice In tho matter of annexing tho two
cities. «Concerning tho report that ho
Is opposed to annexation, he said that
ho had never said that he Is opposed to
the Scheme. Mr. C\ It. Pettlt aroBe and
spoke somewhat on tho same linos, In¬
quiring why it was that the committee
had not reported.

Denied People a Voice.
Sir. Toney then arose and asned If some

of the citizens present mbrïit be allowed
to take the floor. This was strenuously
opposed by Mr. Wakefleld. who said that
lie was a mouthpiece of his constituents,
and that he supposed the other members
to be tho saane, and that, as thoyj^ad
been elected by tho people for this pur¬
pose. It was for them to spoak.
The suggestion did not take, and though

there were present many prominent citi¬
zens who would, no doubt, have liked to
speak on the question, nom> were asked
to come forward.
Mr. Bradley, replying to the attacks

on the Annexation Committee for not hav¬
ing made a report, said that they were
willing to report, but thought It best to
wait until tho legislature had passed a
bill whloh would cover the annexation
of Richmond nnd Manchester.
Mr. Toney undertook the defense of the

position of tho commltteo, and said that
there liad been no specific time arranged
for the committee to mako Its report back
to tho body from whloh they were ap¬
pointed, and that faith should be placed
in tho mombors of the committee that
thoy would report back In due course.
Ho thought it would but an act of

courtesy for an extension of time to be
granted thorn. He maintained, further,
that tho committee should wait until
the proposed annexaUon bill should be
passed by tho Legislature, as otherwise
any report that they might make would,
perhaps be worthless. Mr. Wakoflold
spoke again on his side of the question,
and several wordy battles followed.
Mr. Bradley then, after having had a

conference with Mr. Jones, came for¬
ward and offered to make the report
within fifteen minutes. Mr. Toney offered
a resolutloh that tho commltteo should
be given fifteen minutes, and be al¬
lowed to hand In its report. The ques¬
tion was put and failed. The council
then came back to tho original résolu¬
tion.
The pitch of excitement -was not re¬

duced when Mr. Toney arose and road an
extract from one of the afternoon papers,
which stated that a question was being
asked tho city fathers as to whether
money was being used in matters af¬
fecting annexation. "Mr. Toney offered a
resolution that throe members of tho
lower body and two from tho Board of
Aldermen bo appointed a committee to
Investigate the chargo of monoy being
used in the fight. The'ohalr appointed
Messrs. Toney, Adklns and Bradley. The
last two asked to bo excused, as they
are membors of tho Committee on Annex¬
ation. Messrs. Wakoflold and Taylor
wore appointed In tholr stead.

Reads the Agreement.
Mr. Bradloy was allowed the floor to

read tho agreement that had been ar¬
ranged between the annexation commit¬
tees of the two cities.
Ho read as follows:

1. Richmond to assume all tho
liabilities of Manchester and tako
over all her assets.

2. Manchester to bo taitón Into
Richmond as one ward with equal
representation In the Council with
tho other wards of Rlohmond.

8. Tho city of Richmond shall an¬
nually appropriate and set apart
from Its general funds tho sum of
forty thousand dollars (Î40.000) per
year for flvo years to be wholly ex¬
pended within tho territorial limits
of tho present city of Manchester
upon streets, consisting of side¬
walks and pavementB, curbing, gut¬
tering and Improvements to the
road beds of streets, as a majority
of tho representatives from Man¬
chester In Uip Counoil of the city of
Richmond shall rocommend, provided
that the special fund hereby set
apart shall be expended annually, so
that by tho end of th« period of flvo
years herein referred to tho whole of
the Kuld Bpeclnl fund shall have been
either expended or let to contract,
but no Improvements shall bo mado
In sftld territory until after the ra-.

port of a majority of the representa¬
tivo» from Mnnoheater In the Coun¬
oil of the city of Richmond and ap¬
proval of said work by tho Council
of tho city of Itlolunond, Va., tho
Council of the city of Richmond-shall
appropriate forty thousand dollars
($40,000), within sixty dayB from the
ditto conBOlld&tioii' shall become ef¬
fective and annually thereafter.

4. Richmond to guarantee the con¬

st mutton of u. free bridge nt or neor

thfi sito of the present Mayo's Rridge.
to connect with lower Ifull street,
the work on which shall oonunonoo
within six «tenths after consolidation
has taken plfcoe, and be pusped to
completion as speedily as praotlcablo.

Sousa, the uncrowned king of march
music, added new laurels to his elm plot
last night nt the Academy, when from
a house that literally did not contain a

single empty clmlr, ho received nn ova¬

tion, not one, but many times.
There has seldom been seen in Rich¬

mond a more splendid audience than the
